BAGHDAD A suicide bomber blew himself 
up outside a textile factory Monday in a 
crowd that gathered after two car bomb- 
ings at the same spot in the worst of a 
series of attacks killing nearly loo across 
Iraq, the deadliest day this year. 

The government blamed al-Qaida in 
Iraq for violence in Baghdad, saying the 
terror group is stepping up its attacks now 
to exploit political instability More than 
two months after the March 7 elections, it 
is not clear who will control the next Iraqi 
government and the U.S. is planning to pull 
out half of its 92,000 troops during the 
next four months. 

In the latest in a series of separate at- 
tacks that killed 99 people, three bombs 
hit the southern Shiite port city of Basra 
in the evening. At least one exploded in a 
marketplace, killing at least 15, hospital 
and police officials said. 

The violence began in the capital, where 
at least 10 people were killed in what ap- 
peared to be coordinated attacks against 
police and army checkpoints across Bagh- 
dad. Both Shiites and Sunnis were tar- 


geted in attacks around the country 

The most deadly incident was an after- 
noon bombing in the Shiite city of Hillah, 
the capital of Babil province 60 miles south 
of Baghdad. A suicide bomber with explo- 
sives strapped to his belt blew himself up 
among a crowd trying to help victims of 
two car bombs that went off earlier out- 
side a textile factory said Babil provincial 
police spokesman Maj. Muthana Khalid. 

At least 45 were killed and 140 wounded 
in the triple blasts, Khalid and al-Hillah 
hospital director Zuhair al Khafaji said. Fa- 


talities elsewhere brought the death toll to 
nearly 100. 

Witnesses said they saw blood pooled 
and pieces of flesh on the ground outside 
the factory 

“Terrified people were running in differ- 
ent directions,” said Jassim Znad Abid, a 
taxi driver who lives in Hillah. “I saw dead 
people, some burned and crying, wounded 
people on the ground that was covered 
with pools of blood. Dozens of wounded 
people asking for help were laying on the 
ground.”

Tis the season for 
CTA spruce-ups 

Forget the weather, which can’t decide if it’s winter, spring or summer. 
Only one season will dominate Chicago for the next few months: 
Construction season. Here are updates on some of the CTA’s projects. 

Check out Going Public’s newly renovated blog, redeyechicago. 
com/goingpublic, for construction photos. 

» Cermak-Chinatown Red Line stop in Armour Square: The CTA is 

reconstructing the station entrance, which was destroyed in a deadly 
April 2008 semitrailer crash, and making the stop compliant with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. The CTA plans to close and reopen 
the entrances on Archer Avenue and Cermak Road this year, accord- 
ing to the project’s page on transitchicago.com. Construction on the 
$12.5 million project is expected to be completed next year with a new 
station house, elevator and escalator, among other amenities. 

» Grand Red Line stop on the Near North Side: The Chicago Depart- 
ment ofTransportation, which is in charge of downtown stations, 
is rebuilding the mezzanine and platform at the station, located un- 
derneath the intersection of Grand Avenue and State Street. CDOT 
is working on the northwest corner of the intersection and plans 
to shift to the northeast corner this summer at a date to be deter- 
mined, CDOT spokesman Brian Steele said. When the $67 million 
project is complete, there will be new granite floors and stairs, three 
new elevators and one new escalator, among other improvements, 
according to CDOT 

» North/Clybourn Red Line stop on the Near North Side: Apple, 
which is building a new store next to the station, is paying to refur- 
bish the station exterior, interior and platforms— partly in exchange 
for naming rights if the CTA decides to sell them. Construction, 
which is expected to cost about $3.9 million, will be completed this 
fall, the CTA said. 

» West Loop Green/Pink Line stop: The new stop is slated for Morgan 
and Lake streets. Pre-construction utility work, which includes 
relocating water mains, is expected to begin by the end of May Steele 
said. He added that station construction won’t occur until later this 
summer and that the station should open in spring 2012. 

» Wiison Red Line stop in Uptown: The CTA is repairing the interior 
and exterior of the building that contains the station house and retail 
concession spaces. The retailers, including Popeye’s, have vacated the 
spaces because their five-year leases were up, the CTA said. The 
$3 million project is expected to begin later this year, but no time 
frame has been set, the CTA said.

12 hurt in CTA crash

The Chicago Fire Department said Mon- 
day that 12 people were hurt when a CTA 
bus crashed into a school after colliding 
with a vehicle. 

CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall said 
the accident occurred Monday afternoon 
on the city’s West Side, where after collid- 
ing with the car, the bus traveling along 
Chicago Avenue hit the Rowe- Clark 
Math and Science Academy in the 3600 
block of West Chicago Avenue. 

A police sergeant on the scene said po- 
lice were investigating whether the crash 
happened when the driver of a westbound 
vehicle went into the oncoming lane of 


traffic while trying to pass another vehi- 
cle and collided with the bus, which was 
headed east. 

After the initial collision, the bus, on 
the No. 66 Chicago Avenue route, went 
out of control and struck the building. 
Thrall said. 

The bus slammed into an unoccupied 
utility room, Chicago Police Sgt. Adam 
Zelitzky said. Class was in session at the 
school, but no students were hurt. 

The driver of one of the vehicles and the 
driver of the bus were taken to hospitals, 
and both were in serious-to-critical condi- 
tion. Bus passengers were taken out of the 
bus on backboards, and some ambulances 


carried multiple patients as they returned 
to hospitals, Zelitzky said. 

In addition to the injured drivers, nine 
other people aboard the bus were taken 
in fair-to-serious condition to various 
hospitals. Fire Department spokesman 
Quention Curtis said. One other person 
on board was taken to a hospital in good 
condition. 

The bus was driven away at about 
6:30 p.m. The right front of the bus ap- 
peared to have damage and the right wind- 
shield was gone as it drove east on Chicago 
Avenue. Cinder blocks on the school’s 
property appeared to be damaged.

Shoplifting 
suspect’s 
death at CVS 
investigated

The conduct of a Chicago CVS Pharmacy 
manager involved in the death of a sus- 
pected shoplifter is under investigation by 
his employer, and he will not be allowed 
to return to work until that probe is com- 
plete, the company said Monday 

The case involves the death of a 34-year- 
old man who allegedly shoplifted from the 
Little Village store on the Southwest Side 
and struggled outside with an employee. 

“We are investigating this unfortunate 
incident and are fully cooperating with 
police,” CVS 
spokesman Mi- 
chael DeAngelis 
said in an e-mail 
in which he ac- 
knowledged the 
company investi- 
gation. 

DeAngelis re- 
fused to discuss 
company policy regarding employee han- 
dling of suspected shoplifters or whether 
the store manager violated those guide- 
lines. The store manager, reached by the 
Tribune, declined to comment. 

Chicago police earlier said no charges 
would be filed against the employee who 
on Saturday put a chokehold on Anthony 
Kyser. Kyser’s death has been ruled a ho- 
micide by the Cook County medical ex- 
aminer’s office. 

Meanwhile, the former wife of the shop- 
lifting suspect questioned Monday why he 
had to die. 

Ann Marie Balboa, who in September 
divorced Kyser, described him as good- 
hearted and credited him for helping raise 
her three boys. 

Although Kyser had a criminal past, 
she said, two things surprised her about 
the chain of events that led to his death: 
The fact that, Chicago police say, he stole 
toothpaste and crayons from the store, 
and that he was killed by an employee 
when he did so. 

She disagreed with the decision not to 
pursue charges against the store manager. 
Police said Kyser’s death was accidental. 

“How’s it accidental?” Balboa said. 
“Tbu’re choking the [expletive] out of 
somebody He [the employee] should 
be fired. He should be facing criminal 
charges. You don’t take someone’s life over 
toothpaste.” ap contributed.

□ ON THE GULF OF MEXICO A remote-con- 
trolled submarine shot a chemical disper- 
sant into the maw of a massive undersea oil lealc 
Monday, further evidence that authorities ex- 
pect the gusher to keep erupting into the Gulf of 
Mexico for weeks or more. 

Crews using the deep-sea robot attempted to 
thin the oil— which is rushing up from the sea- 
bed at a pace of about 210,000 gallons per day- 
after getting approval from the Environmental 
Protection Agency, BP spokesman Mark Pro- 
egler told The Associated Press. 


The agency had halted two previous rounds 
of the dispersant to test its potential effect on 
the environment, and approved a third round of 
spraying that began early Monday Proegler said. 
The EPA said in a statement the effects of the 
chemicals were still widely unknown. 

BP engineers, casting about after an ice build- 
up thwarted their plan to siphon off most of the 
leak using a 100 -ton containment box, pushed 
ahead with other potential short-term solutions, 
including using a smaller box and injecting the 
leak with junk to plug it. 


□ WASHINGTON Solicitor General Elena Ka- 
gan would be the first person in 38 years to 
join the Supreme Court without first serving as 
a judge. She’s had a year as perhaps the next best 
thing. 

In nominating Kagan to replace Justice John 
Paul Stevens, President Obama has chosen a bril- 
liant legal scholar with liberal views and conser- 
vative friends. Kagan, 50, already has won Senate 
confirmation once, after Obama nominated her 
to be solicitor general, the administration’s top 
Supreme Court lawyer. In that job, Kagan has ar- 
gued six cases before the people who will become 
her colleagues if she wins Senate confirmation. 

Kagan’s reputation for bringing together lib- 
erals and conservatives on Harvard’s notorious- 
ly fractious law school faculty appears to hold 
the key to her rapid rise. Kagan could one day 
play a similar role on an ideologically divided 
Supreme Court. 

As dean of the Harvard Law School, Kagan’s 
hiring of young conservative scholars “sent a 
strong signal to conservative alumni that, de- 
spite her own party affiliation, she was commit- 
ted to intellectual diversity and meritocracy at 
the law school,” said Harvard alumnus and for- 
mer Bush administration lawyer Brad Berenson.

Bone marrow at Gilt Bar. Sweetbreads at Longman & 
Eagle. Beef heart at Mado. You need only consult the 
menus of some of the hottest restaurants in town to 
jcnow that offal is big right now. 

Lilce most trends (sorry, slcinny jeans), organ meats and 
other cast-off bits legitimately aren’t for everyone. But 
in some cases, lack of exposure— let’s face it, most of us 
grew up eating Beef-A-Roni, not beef heart— is the only 
obstacle to a wondrous new category of food. 

In the spirit of sharing, we rounded up three readers 
who thought they might be ready to make the leap from 
boring and predictable to downright adventurous and 
took them out on the town. The only rules? Check their 
expectations at the door and try at least one bite of every- 
thing we put in front of them. 




I’m eating what? 

Pig tails: Just what they sound like 
Sweetbreads: Thymus gland and pancreas of a 
young animal, usually a calf or lamb 
Bone marrow: Again, just what it sounds like-the 
protein-rich tissue found inside a bone, usually 
beef 

‘Pig popcorn!’ 

We knew sweetbreads would be a hard sell, so 
when we were at the Publican, we also had our 
eaters try what we thought would be a sure thing: 
pork rinds, or deep-fried bits of fatty pig skin, 
which the guys quickly dubbed “pig popcorn.” 

The verdict? Pretty good, and definitely one of the 
most approachable orders of the night. Two group 
said members they’d eat them again, particularly 
if the rinds were coated in a tasty seasoning. 
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Nick Stretchbery, 23 

Graphic designer 

Stretchbery’s open to trying new 
foods-he recently tested his limits 
with a wild boar burger from Hop 
Haus, which he liked-but he hasn’t 
had many opportunities to eat out- 
side his comfort zone. He moved to 
Chicago from Ohio less than a year 
ago, and so far he’s played it relatively 
safe. Mercadito, the new River North 
Mexican spot, currently is his favorite 
restaurant.

But growing 
up, the family fridge wasn’t stocked 
with certain things many of us in the 
heartland take for granted, such as 
cheese. (He’s learned to love cheese 
on pizza, for the record-straight dairy 
just isn’t part of the Asian diet.) Wang 
likes BYOBs and counts Lakeview’s 
Tango Sur among his favorites, but 
he’s ready to move on from steak.

BRAISED PIG TAILS 

The Purple Pig

True to its name, this Mag Mile spot serves nearly 
every edible part of the pig-including the tail. 
Executive chef Jimmy Bannos Jr. cures the tails 
overnight with brown sugar, salt and herbs before 
roasting and braising them with balsamic vinegar 
and more seasonings, including mustard, corian- 
der and fennel. Before serving, they’re topped with 
grated hard-boiled egg tossed in lemon juice and 
olive oil. 

PRECONCEIVED NOTIONS 

“I’m expecting a curly tail ... tough and chewy,’’ 
Stretchbery said. 

THE REALITY 

Stretchbery: “Like a typical pulled pork sandwich.’’ 
Kessler: “Pretty good, actually! I thought it would 
be tougher ... more dense. I like all the fat on it.” 
Wang: “I thought it would be a curly, S-shaped, rub- 
ber band-like tail. [But] it looked like meat wrapped 
around bone-like a chicken wing or rib. The meat 
was very tender and moist. Very porky.” 


Though preparations vary, chef de cuisine Brian Huston 
almost always has veal sweetbreads on the menu at 
this Fulton Market spot. The night we stopped by, they’d 
been prepared with a brown sugar marinade, pan-seared 
and served with shaved fennel and thinly sliced orange 
segments. 


“I’m expecting soft, mushy, bland meat with a consistency 
like liver or brain. Not that I’ve eaten brain ... but I’ve been to 
anatomy lab,” Wang said. 

THE REALITY 

Stretchbery: “Sweet bread is not bread! ... The initial taste 
was great, but have you ever just eaten a chunk of fat? It’s 
like you combined fat and chewing gum.” 

Kessler: “This was one of the worst things I have ever eat- 
en-not kidding here. Eww. I feel like I’m eating something 
that has been in a jar of formaldehyde.” 

Wang: “[They’re] better with the orange on top. Not bad, but 
probably not something I would order again.” 

THE VERDICT 

OK, we tried. And despite their comments, we did catch at 
least one diner going for seconds.

ROASTED BONE MARROW

Executive chef Chris Pandel serves roasted bone marrow nightly at this in- 
gredient-driven Bucktown spot where fifth-quarter fare consistently makes 
its way onto the menu alongside more familiar. Midwestern-influenced dish- 
es. The warm marrow, meant to be spooned out of the bone and spread like 
butter on toasted bread, is accompanied by shallot jam and fresh parsley 
salad to offset the richness.

“The thought of eating bone marrow completely baffles me,” Kessler said. 

“I think it’s crazy.” 

THE REALITY 

Stretchbery: “I was expecting beef-tasting butter. Turns out it was more like 
chunky peanut butter ... really good, [and the] jelly added a nice sweet taste.” 
Kessler: “Not to be dramatic ... but I thought it was absolutely awful. The 
first bite, the marrow was slightly masked by the jam and parsley, but I 
could still taste that there was something unpleasant underneath it all. I 
tried a bite of the marrow plain off the spoon. Big mistake. Huge.” 

Wang: “Way better than I had expected! Best part of the night. The presen- 
tation was ... eye-popping.” 

THE VERDICT 

Two converts, one avowed hater. We’ll take it!

POWERFUL EQUIPMENT 
HELPS THE PROS PRODUCE 
YOUR WEEKLY FORECAST

It’s wild weather season. 

From about April to June, as cold air barrels down the Great 
Plains and collides with warmer, humid air rising out of the 
Gulf of Mexico, explosive thunderstorms with tornado-pro- 
ducing potential often rip through the Chicago area. 

How much time people have to duck under umbrellas or 
into basement shelters comes down to modern-day meteo- 
rologists, who employ a worldwide mesh of weather-sensing 
machinery 

In a small brick building in Romeoville— about 30 miles 
southwest of Chicago, three scientists sit before a bank of 
glowing computer monitors and attempt to answer the mil- 
lion dollar question: What will the weather be like this week? 

It’s a deceptively simple question— one that would have 
been absurd about 40 years ago when meteorologists whipped 
thermometers in circles to measure humidity and traced 
storms on paper using grease pencils. 

But these scientists have high-tech meteorology at their 
fingertips. Satellite images show clouds churning across the 
globe; radar beams reflect nearby wind, rain or hail; and super- 
computers crunch all that and more into stunningly accurate 
weather predictions at 70 trillion mathematical calculations 
per second. 

Meteorologist Paul Merzlock, who has been predicting the 
weather for northern Illinois since the 1980s, grasped for an 
adequate analogy 

“It’s like leaping from the Stone Age to the Space Age” he 
said. 

“These thunderstorms look pretty impressive,” said Mer- 
zlock, 54, on a recent Friday in Romeoville as he pointed to 
a crimson streak blowing toward Rockford— about 90 miles 
northwest of Chicago— on his computer screen. 

“The really dark reds on this radar image indicate really high 
energy returns, which is probably hail,” said Merzlock, whose 


well-tanned, creased face hints at a life spent in the weather 
he tracks. “We’ll be issuing a tornado watch here in a couple 
of minutes.” 

The developing storm did not surprise the staff of the Ro- 
meoville office, which monitors a 23 -county area around Chi- 
cago. They had been predicting bad weather all week, starting 
the previous Monday with satellite images of rain clouds arc- 
ing over the Pacific Northwest. 

From there, hundreds of electronic sensors around the 
country transmitted atmospheric measurements, like temper- 
ature and pressure, to supercomputers in Washington, D.C. 
Applying the laws of physics, those high-powered computers 
then sent data and images to the Romeoville meteorologists, 
projecting how the storm front would develop in the coming 
days. 

Using about a dozen models generated from computers in 
the United States, the United Kingdom, Canada and Europe, 
the scientists finally pieced together their seven-day weather 


forecast. 

Dr. Louis Uccellini, director of the National Centers for 
Environmental Prediction in Washington, D.C., attempted to 
put the current computing power into perspective: If every- 
one in the United States were doing a calculation per second, 
it would take them about 2 1/2 days to do the amount of work 
these computers can do in one second, he said. 

“It is one of the top intellectual achievements of the 20th 
century” Uccellini said. “Just 45 years ago, there was no cred- 
ibility for specific weather forecasts of extreme events beyond 
24 hours.” 

In the 1960s, general weather forecasting stretched only 
about two days into the future. At the time, a detailed seven- 
day weather forecast would have been considered “foolhardy,” 
Merzlock said. 

Weather forecasting has progressed at about a day a decade, 
Uccellini said. Today’s forecast for day seven is about as accu- 
rate as the forecast for day five in the mid-1990s, he said. 
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Predicting tornadoes has long been an inexact science— e5q)erts say 70 percent of tornado warnings are false alarms. But during the next several weeks a team of 
experts will travel throughout the Midwest and Plains states in an effort to learn more about how these storms form and how they can better be predicted, tribune
